Graham Girl on Trial for 
Shooting Stokes Faints 


in Anteroom

New York, Nov. 30.—Sobbing hys- 


terically Lillian 
Graham, 
who to- 


gether with her show girl companion 
Ethel Conrad is on trial for 
shoot- 


ing Millionaire W. B. D. Stokes on 
June 7. was carried from the court 
room at the close of the afternoon 
session yesterday 
and 
collapsed, 


fainting in an ante-room where her 
sisters, Mrs. 
Stella 
Singleton and 


Mrs. Alice Andrews, worked over her 
for half an hour before she was re- 
vived sufficiently to be removed to 
her home. 
The day had been a trying one for 


the millionaire plaintiff. 
Forty letters purporting to have 


been written by the Graham girl to 
Stokes, seeking his friendship, were 
introduced in the cross examination 
of Stokes by Ulark L. Jordan and 
Robert M. Moore counsel 
for the 
girls in an endeavor to show that 
the millionaire had endeavored to 
blacken the character of the girl to 
protect himself. 
The most startling of all was an 


alleged confession 
in 
which Miss 
Graham admitted relations with oth- 
er men. 
Before finishing his cross examina- 


tion Clark L. Jordan made an at- 
tempt to associate Stokes with the 
men whose deaths were sensationa' 
events in New York within recen 
years. 
These were Jim Fiske am 


A] Adams, but Justice Marcus would 
not allow this line of questioning 


A greater part of the morning 


session was devoted to a retelling o 
the story of the shooting. Mr. Stokes 
described is visit to the apartments 
his admittance by Miss Conrad and 
the tiring of the first shot by Miss 
Graham. 
Miss Conrad, Mr. Stokes testified, 


asked him to sit down and write a 
retraction of a statement the million- 
aire is alleged to have made about 
Miss Graham's mother. This he re- 
fused to do and the shooting follow- 
ed.Mr. Jordan in his cross-examina- 
tion of the witness, wont at once into 
the visit of 
Miss Graham to the 


Stokes place in Kentucky. 
Stokes refused to admit that he 


knew the girl was not 24 years of 
age at the time of the visit. A ques- 
tion as to the identity of the man 
who was to have met Miss Graham's 
sister, Mrs. Andrews, was ruled out. 


"Miss Graham arrived at my Ken- 


tucky stock farm at an early hour 
in the morning about 7 o'clock or 
8 o'clock," said Mr. Stokes in answer 
to a'question. 
"And you had assurance 
before 


you let her come that she had had 
dealings with other men?" 


'I did." 
'In what form?" 
'A letter." 
'Where is it?" 
'The District Attorney has it." 
When the paper was produced Mr. 


Jordan asked: "When did you receive 
this paper?" 
"Some time in April, perhaps, 


ventured Stokes after some hesita- 
tion. 
After $ome preliminary questions 


intended to show a conflict in the 
Stokes' testimony at. the police court 
hearing and his admissions at the 
trial, the letter was read. The doc- 
ument was on the stationery of the 
Ansonia hotel addressed 
to 
Mr. 
Stokes, was undated and said on the 
lower left-hand corner "Personal," 
and on the lower right hand "Very 
Important." 
The message which was very brief 


said that Mr. Stokes need 
have no 


fear of trouble from her, and added 
a confession to reassure him. 
Stokes absolutely denied that this 
"exoneration" was penned in Ken- 
tucky and more vehemently denied 
that he had extorted the statement by 
threatening to tell Miss Graham's 
brother-in-law about her trip to Lex- 
ington. The fact that the da'te was 
omitted Mr. Jordan sought to make 
significant.

admitted' 
that Miss Graham usually dated her 
letters. 
Another undated letter marked 


"Very Important" on Ansonia paper, 
said:

"Dear Mr. Stokes I wrote you a 


most important note last evening, 
and have most worried myself sick 
over it, not knowing whether you got 
it or not, as you sometimes do not 
get your letters. Please le me konw 
dearie, if you got it, because it was 
very important." 
"Previous to the visit to Lexington 


did she ever address you as 'dearie?' 
asked Mr. Jordan. 
"I couldn't say." 
"Don't you know she wrote that 
etter subsequent to her visit to you 
here?" 
Stokes wouldnt 
admit 
this, and 


Mr. Jordan proceeded to inquire if 
he remembered the circumstances 
undcrwhich he had received the let- 
ter that had caused Miss Graham so 
much anxiety. 
He could not recall. 
The leter read: "I have decided to 
go away tomorrow morning. 
Will 


you see me for a minute? 
If to- 


night, I will leave my door open and 
you can come in after 10. L." 


Stokes was in very bad humor at 
the close of the cross-examination, 
and glared at the cross-examiner as 
he stepped from the witness stand. 


Mrs. 
Andrews and Miss Graham 


both sobbed throughout the entire 
time Stokes was testifying concern- 
ing his relations with Lillian Gra- 
ham.

Russia's ultimatum was delivered 


last night to 
the Persian govern- 


ment. 
Russia demands the instant dis- 


missal of W. Morgan Shuster, the 
American treasurer-general of Persia 
whose administration of the financial 
department has resulted in the pres- 
ent complications, and indemnity for 
the expenses 
incurred in sending 


Russian troops to Persia. 
Should the dismissal of Mr. Shus- 


ter not be carried 
out 
within 48 


hours, Russian troops will march on 
Teheran, and the additional expense 
be added to the indemnity. 
It is stated confidentially that the 


National Council will 
not comply 


with the demands 
Mr Shuster in an interview said 


that the cancellation of his contract 
rested with the Persian 
National 


Council. 
Whatever may be the feeling ot 


the Persian people in the present af- 
fair— and it is said to favor Shuster 


Persia is helpless before the Rus- 


sian Cossacks. 
In some quarters it is expected 


that the Russian action, which is 
looked upon as an affront offered to 
American prestige, will be resented 
by the United States government, as 
Mr. Shuster was recommended for 
the position he holds by the State 
Department at Washington. 
The presentation of the Russian 


ultimatum has put an 
end to the 


Cabinet crisis. 
After a stormy ses- 


sion the National Council approved 
another ministiy formed by Premier 
Samsam-Es-SuHanch, with Vosoogh- 
Rd-Dowich as minister of foreign af- 
fairs. 
The ultimatum in addition to de- 


manding the dismissal of Mr. Shus- 
ter, insists upon the dismissal of oth- 
er foreigners, and an understanding 
that Persia shall not employ foreign- 
ers without the previous consent of 
Russia and Great Britain.

As Mrs. Patterson Left the Court 


Room a Free Woman—Two 


Votes for Conviction. 


Denver, Nov. 30.—Gertrude Gibson 


Patterson, accused of the murder o£ 
her husband, Charles A. Patterson, 
whom she shot to death while the 
couple were walking together in a 
suburb on September 25, last evening1 
was declared not guilty by a jury.i 


As the clerk finished reading the- 


verdict, Mrs. Patterson sprang to her 
feet and caught the outstretched hand 
of her attorney. From outside 
the 


courtroom came a roar of cheers, but 
inside the room the crowd was quiet. 
But, as court adjourned and Mrs. Pat- 
terson stepped forward to thank the 
jurors, the crowd overwhelmed her 
with congratulations. Her efforts to 
reach the jurors were vain. Later, 
four of the jurors called on her as she 
was getting ready to leave the jail. 


The space between 
the courtroom, 


and the jail was packed with a cheer- 
ing crowd. On the arm of her attor- 
ney, Mrs. Patterson struggled through 
the throng, while men tried to shake 
her hand and women strove to kiss 
her. 
Behind her, waving both hands, 


went her father .shouting 
his joy. 


Close behind him followed the mother 
and sister, both in tears. 


As Mrs. Patterson stepped from the 


jail rotunda, gay with Thanksgiving; 
decorations, the 150 prisoners gave her 
a round of cheers. 


At no time in the deliberations of 


the jury were there more than two 
votes for 
conviction. Four ballots 


were taken. The first resulted in 10 
for acquittal and two for conviction 
of murder in the first degree. 


The second ballot was taken soon 


after the jury returned from break- 
fast, resulting as the first. An hour's 
discussion followed and the third bal- 
lot stood 11 to 1 for acquittal. 


The fourth ballot ^vas unanimous 


for acquittal.

Arguo That the Democrats Have Made 


Their Record and Should Rest on 


• Thsir Oars—Such Talk Will Prob- 


ably Havs No Effect on Real Leaders. 
Changed Sentiment Toward Roosevelt,

Washington, Nov. 30.—[Special.]—It 


Hay seeni strange to talk about the 
Democrats assuming a staudpat atti- 
tude, but that is what many of the old 
tvar horses of the party are advocating 
for the session or' congress about to 
convene. They are advising that the 
house rush the appropriation bills 
through and wait for the senate to 
pass them and force an adjournment 
a& boon as possible. 


"We have made our record." said 


one of the old timers of the house, and 
his view has received a great deal of 
favorable comment, "and there is no 
reason why we should go about pass- 
lug more tariff bills. 
We passed a 


uutrber of bills which 
were 
put 


through with the aid of insurgent Re- 
publican senators in the senate, and 
yet they were vetoed. The thins for 
r.s to do is to pass the appropriation 
biils and go to the country with the 
declaration that until they elect a 
Democratic president the tariff cannot 
be revised. We can make that the is- 
sue and stand on it." 


Others Want Action. 


Of course there are others who want 


action. They want all the tariff sched- 
ules revised; want trust legislation, 
railroad legislation, labor legislation, 
pension legislation—in fact, there are 
advocates of a sweeping legislative 
program, one big enough to take all 
summer. 


Speaker Clark has not outlined his 


views yet. but wants to wait until he 
can consult with many men who have 
not yet arrived in the city. He wants 
to get the consensus of opinion before 
he makes any legislative slate or of- 
fers any plan of action. 
Meanwhile 


it is hard to see how the Democrats 
can avoid important legislation. 


Must Be Trust Talk. 


It seems certain there will be a great 


deal of trust talk even if there is no 
trust legislation. First symptoms of 
divisions in' the Democracy are shov-'n 
over the trust question. Congressman 
Jefferson Levy intends to introduce a 
bill the first day to repeal the Sherman 
antitrust law. Other Democrats think 
it ought to be amended. 
There are 


still others who think it would be well 
enough to let the law alone, but at- 
tempt to reach the trusts by cutting off 
duties. 


There doesn't seem to be much show 


of repealing the antitrust law. 
The 


men who vote for a repeal of such a 
law without enactinc something more 
drastic would have a hard time to get 
back to congress. 
At the same time 


there Is going to be attempts by Levy 
and other eastern men. 


Harmon Talk In New York. 


Democratic congressmen who have 


been spending a few days in New York 
say that they hear nothing but Har- 
mon talk in that city. They say that 
New York business interests are confi- 
dent Harmon can be elected, and the 
Democrats of that city cannot see how 
any other Democrat can win. 


Yet these Democrats cannot say 


what will happen if the Harmon boom 
is pushed in the face of the intense op- 
position of Bryan. 
There are Demo- 


crats, however, who think 
Bryan 


should no longer be permitted to dic- 
tate the policies and name the candi- 
dates of the party.

that was put in circulation about the 
time Roosevelt left the White House 
ftnd was about to depart for Afric-a. 
"Let us hope he never comes back," 
said Wall street with unanimous ac- 
cord. And now he is said to be Wall 
street's candidate. No wonder Roose- 
velt wears a sardonic; grin and shows 
more than the ordinary number of 
teeth when be hears this talk. 


Active Alabama Senators. 


Of course it is rather mean to at- 


tribute "ulterior" motives to men, but 
•we can't help thinking that the activ- 
ity of the Alabama senators in behalf 
ef the candidacy of Oscar W. Under- 
wood for president has something bo- 
bind it. 


Perhaps it is the suggestion that Un-

The sailors have their Christmas 
jtree, and everybody gets a gift from the newest mascot-kitten to the most 
innpopular officer, for all grudges are forgotten at holiday time. If the ship is 
jwhere evergreen trees do not grow the sailors use palms or something that 
,-will do 'just as well.' 


"The cook, of course, can manage the mince pie, but the turkey must be 


the real thing, and turkeys for about 1,000 men are not easy to find. The 
sailor boys take the greatest interest in the Christmas bird. One crew in 
Chinese waters once quietly bought up all the Christmas turkeys to be had in 
the towns of Hongkong and Canton so that when the officers of the ship 
came to look about for fowls there was not one to be had for love or money. 
The sailor boys were as kind as they were clever and gave to the officers of 
their store of turkeys.
